in winter, and is] cheap. Being' 

bulky it aids in digesting the 

otber more concentrated foods, 
as trrain and meats. It is also 
rich in mineral food that it is in 
a (li<4es1.ible form. It will help 
make bono and feathers and 
furnishes lime for egg- shells, 
besides supplying the yolk 
with plenty of mineral mat- 
ter. It should be cut into half- 
inch lengths and then steamed 
by pouring over it boiling water 
and letting it stand, well covered, 
over night to make it tender. 
With it should be mixed a little 
ground food and table scraps or 
raeatand bone. 

Cut the clover when in full 
bloom, and after it has been well 
cured it should be stored away 
where it will be bandy to get next 
ivinter. It can be cut on any or- 
linary feed cutter or a special 
cutler can beobtainod for a small 
sum from any leader in poulli y 
.upplies. — Indiana Farmer.

The mojjey received for the 
feathers cuts no small figure with 
the profits of those Long Island 
duck breeders. While it would 
seem that the feathers upon a 
single duck don't cut much of a 
figure, they amount to hundreds 
of pounds in the aggregate on 
many of these farms, and at the 
price they are now bringing (43 
cents) it means a good bit of 
money in a season. White feath- 
ers seem to have tho preference 
and sell for more than colored 
White hens' feathers are, also, 
in good demand, and are bring- 
r prices that make them well 
rih saving. They are in bet- 
ter condition if from dry-picked 
birds, but if the fowls be scalded, 
feathers should be thorouuh 
ly dried, and lightened up a-- 
nuch as possible.

Drive Colored Leaders To The 
Support of Bryan. 



iiklort, Ky., Oct. •^>. On Sat- 
urday ne.xt the county school teach- 
throujrhout Kentucky will ri- 
ceive but one-half of the 40 percent, 
of the school fund due to be dis- 
tributed among them on that day. 

This failure is the direct result 
of the action of the Republican 
State officials last year in declar- 
ing a school per capita of $2.- 
■0. The fixing of the per capita 
so high, which was done for cam- 
paign purposes only, resulted in a 
deficit of $130,00(1. wliich was due 
the city schools of the St.ite and 
not paid them. I he deticil State 
Superintendent MoChesney found 
i-hen he came into office, and, 
cting on the advice of the At- 
torney General, he made 
10 provision to pay it. Mr. Breck- 
nridge taking the position that the 
school fund of one year could not be 
used in paying the deficit of a for- 
mer year. The school per capita 
for 1900 was accordingly fixed at 
$2.45. As will be recalled, the 
Louisville school officials took the 
matter to the courts and the Court 
of Appeals ruled that the money to 
meet the deficit must be taken from 
this year's fund before any other 
warrants were drawn on it. The 
per capita having already been 
fixed at $2-45, before the decision 
was announced, and contracts 
made under it, it could not be 
changed. The $130,000 was paid 
out of the fund in accordance with 
the decision of the court, almost eX' 
hausting it and making it impossi 
ble for the State Superintendent to 
meet the first assessment of 40 per 
cent, due the teachers on the 
second Saturday of October, 
ncChesney's Letter' 
In order that the teachers may 
thoroughly understand the matter. 
Superintendent McCbesney has ad- 
dressed a letter to each County 
School Superintendent in the State, 
explaining the failure of the Com- 
monwealth to meet the obligation 
and requesting him to make it 
clear to the teachers. The letter 
reads: 

Stat.: ol Kentucky, Office of Su- 
perintendent of Public Instructions. 
Frankfort, Oct. '), 1000. To County 
Supenntendent.s: I'nder a recent 
decision of Ihe Court of Appeals 
I he deficit of over $130,000 yet dui 
certain cities on last school yea 
must be paid out of the fund of the 
present year, and must be paid be- 
fore any other warrants are drawn. 
The payment of this will make it 
impossible to pay you the 40 pei 
cent, now due. You will please 
explain to your teachers that the 
per capita was declared too high 
last year. Very respectfully. 

H. V. M'CHESNEY. 
Supt. of Public Instruction. 
Next Year's Per Capita. 
The teachers will this year only 
suffer from delay, as they will be 
paid all of the $2.42 per capita, but 
at the end of the present year there 
will still be a deficit of $130,000. 
This will have to be met next year 
by reducing the per capita, per- 
haps as low as $2.30. Thus the 
teachers of the year IWl will have

If this extraorilinary power exists 
over the legislative department, then 
It can only assemble at any time or 
place and remain In scslon only so 
long as the executive may desire it to 
do BO. Its independence Is destroyed. 

By the constitution the Renoral as- 
sembly is invested with the supreme 
legislative power of the common- 
wealth. As a sovereign body, It may 
meet and adjourn when and where It 
will, subject alone to the limitations 
of the constitution. This instrument, 
which divides the power of the gov- 
ernment into three departmenu, con- 
fers no authority upon the executive 
to prorogue the general assembly. The 
makers of our organls law. In provid- 
ing for the Independs^ of the legls- 



Bnglish kinga exercised this 
despotic power over the parliament, 
and that tbe colonial governors exer- 
cised like powers over the legislative 
bodies of the colonies. In stating our 
grievances in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, it was charged that the 
king "has diasolTsd rwresenUtlve 
houses repeatedly for opposing with 
manly firmness his Invasion of the 
rights of ths people; that 
called together legislative bodies at 
places unusual, uncomfortable 
distant from the depository of their 
public records, for the sole purpose of 
fatiguing them Into compliance with 



Taylor's Despotism. 

The despotic acts of the king and 
the colonial governors, in refereni 
tbe legislature, which led to our i 
ration from tho mother country, 
harmless and insignificant besilde the 
evolutionary actions of Taylor. Th£i 
oyal power was only used to dissolve 
ar adjourn the legislatures. Taylor 
assaulted the general assembly and 
drove It from the capltol at the point 
of tbe bayonet; he drove It from the 
public buildings of the city, and finally

The Force Bill. 
Only a few years ago the Republl< 
can party In oomtms, made a putf 
of tho infamous Lodge "fbrco 
and WUUam McKlnloy, thea, a 
member of the house of reprsMnitM 
tlves, with all of hbi party aasodatsa, 
\oted for it. It failed by a single Vote 
in the senate. In view of the fact that 
the Republican orators and press have 
so much to say about election laws, 
and insist that the present law is a 
violation of the principles of local 
self-government, It Is well to consider 
this bill, which the New York 'Sun, 
and other leading Republican papers 
of the North and Bast, are insisting 
should become a 'law at the next ses- 
sion of congress. 

By this law the federal Judge is au- 
thorized to appoint three supervisors 
of elections for each sUte, in which 
tbe law is In force; these state super- 
vi8ors,ln tum,appoint three county s«- 
pervisors,. and they appoint supervis- 
ors for each polling place. The feder- 
al authorities appoint as many deputy 
marshals to attend tbe polls aa the su- 
pervisors think necessary. If the 
state officers fail to open the polls at 
the proper time, the federal supervis- 
crs are authorized to do so; thoy have 
he right to challenge voters and re- 
quire them to be sworn. The county 
supervisors certify the result to the 
state supervisors, and the latter certl- 
f.7 as to the election of members of 
congress and presidential electors. If 
there is a conflict between the certifi- 
cate of the federal supervisors and the 
state ofllcials. the certificate of the 
former controls. It will be observed 
that the source of power, under this 
law. is the federal Judge, and that the 
people have no vote in selecting any 
of theee officials. Twenty sections of 
this law are set apart to creating of- 
fenses against it. The federal court 
alone is given Jurisdiction to try these 
offenses, of which there are at least 
dred. Nearly all of these of- 
fenses are declared to be felonies, pun- 
ishable by confinement in tbe peniten- 
tiary. 

No Line of Condemnation. 
You have never read a line in a Ke- 
publlcan platform, state

The first train that left 
Frankfort that morning bore Taylor 
to Louisville, and lodged him ic 
bosom of Collector Sapp, iu the 
torn house. There he remained secret- 
ed until the electric spark fiashed the 
decision of the court at Washington. 
A closed carriage was hurriedly sum- 
moned to the back entrance, and Tay- 
lor, with Sapp and Cureton, entered 
and were driven rapidly to tho Jeffer- 
sonvlUe ferry, and thence crossed to 
the state of Indiana. That night he 
reached Indianapolis, and said 

"I am tired and worn out and need 
rest. I don't know where I will get 
it, but since Gov. Mount s 
Flnley's case I believe Indiana will do 
for the present." 

No doubt he still sighs for "rest. 
The assassin's rifle will ever ring 1 
his ears, while in his midnight dreams 
and noonday visions he sees the form 
of his murdered victim as it sinks to 
the earth.

This abiect flight of Taylor, from 
Kentucky to Indiana was his last su- 
premo "eHorl" In behalf of liberty.

A tribunal Is always provided 
to examine the returns and Investi- 
gate the vaUdity and legality ot the 
election. The face of the returns is 
not ccnclualve. The result cerUfled 
may have been produced by fraud or 
intimidation, or by votes otherwise 
llle^gal. To examine upon evidence 
and determine these questious la the 
duty ot a contest board. The result 
ehown on the face of the rettirns is 
ofieutimes changed. No political 
party Is more familiar with this nilo 
tbjn the Itepiibllcan party Itself. 
Mode of Contest. 
By section 90 ot the constitution of 
Kentucliy It is declared that "contest 
ed elections ot governor and Ueuteu- 
ant governor shall bo determined t>> 
both h..iises of the general assembly, 
according to such regulations as may 
bo eetab'l.'ihed by law. " This has been 
the law for a hundred years. 

The regulation established by law, 
provided tor tha drawing, by lot. of 
three membars ot the saaata and eight 
members of the house of representa- 
tives to ait on a board of contest, in 
tl.f teiuite the Hon. John Marshall, 
then acting ns lieutei\ant governor. r.>- 
ceivod the slips ot paper and annouuc- 
ed the namej of the members drawn, 
not only In the governor's case, but 
In his own. The Democratic members 
of the senate made no objection to 
this, f.Ithouch It was said by many per- 
sons that Marshall, being Interested, 
should Lave called some Impartial sen- 
ator to the chair. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he do. 
ciared at the time that the drawing 
was fair, the Republican press and or- 
ators have bitterly assailed the clerk 
ot the senate and ot the house of rop- 
reeentatives. The sole fact on which 
this usLunclatlon rests Is that lIm) 
majority of each board drawn were 
Democrats.

This 
sault made upon the drawitui; of the 
eoataat board has no fact to sustain it 
The reputation and character of the 
officials who conducted these draw- 
lags, publicly in the presence of the 
general assembly, is a sufficient refu- 
tation of the baseless charge. 
The Law and the Evidenoe. 
But it has been persistently charged 
that the contest board and the general 
assembly acted without law or evi- 
dence, aad that by excludiag the rotas 
of the dty of Louisville and the coon- 
ties of Johnson, Magoffin and Martin 
tho people In these localities ware de- 
nied the rii^t of sttffraga, and Taarjor 
and his cQOffldals daprlrad OC tt#lr 
offices: or, to usa the form of s « i i O 
sion which Mr. Terkas has adopud, 
the board and tha general assembly 
"stole" the offices. 

The contest board and the members 
of the general assembly were actlna 
under oath when they determined this 
contest Mr. Terkes Is only speaking 
as the partisan nomlneee of the politi- 
cal party which Is directly responsible 
tor the assassination of Mr. Gk>ebel, 
and which has approved the action of 
the murderers. A presumption of fair- 
ness and faithful discharge of duty 
sustain the official action of " 
board and the general assembly. 
Yerkes' statement is weakened by the 
presumption that attaches to the utter- 
ance of a man who is speaking In be- 
half of a criminal whose conduct he 
approves. 

One of the grounds upon which tho 
election was contested was that In 
a number of counties, including John- 
son, Magoffin, Martin and Knox, the 
ballots used were printed on paper so 
thin and transparent that the printing 
and stencil marks could be easily dis- 
tinguished from the backs thereof. " 
this bo true, the entire vote cast 
these counties should be disregarded 
in arriving at tha raault The ballota 
were printed and cast In violation of 
the supreme law of the land. 

In Section 47 ot the constitution of 
Kentucky it Is provided that "all elec- 
tions by the people shall be by secret 
the Kentucky statutes It Is enacted 
that "aU ballots shall be printed 
plain white paper, sufficiently thick 
that the printing can not be distin- 
guished from the back.'' 

The object of the provision ot the 
constitution was to secure the secrecy 
of the ballot. Tho reason ot secrecy 
was to afford the timid ana weaK an 
opportunity to cast their ballots free 
from intimidation or molestation and 
to pi-event the corrupt voter from 
bargaining for the sale of his vote. 
When the ballot Is printed on paper 
not sufficiently thick to hide the print- 
ing and the staoioll of tha voter, the 
object of tha lav falls, and it is no 
more than a system of viva voce vot- 
ing The court of appeals in Nail vs. 
Tinsloy, 21 Ky. Rep., 1,167, held that 
ail cliH tion with ballots, by which the 
oUlcei-s of the election 
whom the vote was cast was Invalid. 

The law being plain and well set- 
tled, the question of taot Is now pr» 
sented, did the evldeace authorise the 
contest board and the general assem- 
bly to find that in any of the coimties 
objected to thin or tissue ballota were 
used. In vlolatl<m of the law? 
Sample Tissue Bsllot.

was used in Johnson coimty and filed 
before the contest board by J. M. Pres- 
ton, county clerk of that county, on 
the I7th day ot January, 1900, as 
shown by the endorsement thereon, 
by W. P. Thorne, Jr., clerk ot tho 
board.

He testified that he procured 
all ot the ballots used In his county 
at the (-lection in November, 1890, to 
be printed at the Pawpaw office, lie 
filed a smaple. printed oa the same 
paper, and Just like the Johnson coun- 
ty ballots In every rosiHJct except as 
to names.

Q — As a matter of fact, did you dis- 
cover during the election how persons 
voted whose votes were deposited with 
you? 

A — Yes, sir; I could have seen how 
any man voted if I was so minded. 
D. J. Chandler was an inspector and 
lallaager In Little Qap, Precinct No. 
. In Johnson county. He testified 
(VoL 11., page 76) in reference to the 
ballota used at the election in his 
county as follows: 

Q — What sort ot ballots were used 
In your county, Mr. Chandler, with ref- 
erence to seeing through them? 

A — The ballota could be seen 
through. 

Q— Every time you looked could you 
ascertain how a certain person voted; 
were you enabled to do so? 

A— Yes, sir; any Ume I tried I ceuld 
see how a person voted by going 
around there when the Judge went to 
deposit in the ballot box. 

Q— Do you know whether the Judge 
and the other officers ol the election 
who were in tho voting place saw and 
knew from the back of these ballota 
how the votes were belug cast? 
A— I know they said they did. 

In Knox County, 
In Knox county the ballota were 
printed in lliirbourville, Ar. Parker, 
the county dirk so teaUfled. This 
county was also objected to on ac- 
count of the use of thin ballots.

clerk and handed to the voter, and 
when he would return from the booth 
be would usually return the ballot 
folded In the same manner that It bad 
been delivered to him; most of the 
ballota that were returned by the vot- 
ers thM« at the precinct I took charge 
ot and tore off the secondary stub. I 
placed the ballot on a book that was 
lying on tha table aad dataohad the 
stub from tha bioiM. aad vlthout aay 
eltort on my part to aaa who t]w.TOtar 
voted tor I could easily distlagulah 
who he had voted tor. 

D. B. Faulkner, election commission- 
er ot Knox county (Vol. 2, page 93), 
testified that he bad examined a large 
number ot the ballota; that they were 
printed on transparent paper, and that 
the stencil mark could be seen 
through the paper upon all that came 
before the commissioners. 

J. F. StanflU, who waa a Judge of 
the election in Knox coimty (Vol. 8, 
page 11 o, testified that the ballota 
were transparent and that he could 
sea from the back ot tha ballot how 
tha Tota waa oaat

on<) I have exhibited here today. The 
evidence ot their Illegality was con- 
clusive and overwhelming. No hon- 
est or Impartial man can contend Lnat 
these ballots ought to have been coun- 
ed. To do 8.) would bo not only to vio- 
late tht> st;\tiitc, which prcscrlboa tho 
character ol the ballot, but also the 
letter and spirit of the constitution It- 
self. If four counties of the common- 
wealth may disregard tha oonatltu- 
tlon In respect to the character of 
their ballota, then It may be done by 
any aumbar of all the counties. The 
praaent elaborate system of voting lo- 
trodacad In Kentucky was adopted be- 
cauaa It was supposed to secure se- 
crecy. No man can look at the ballots 
and say that the secret of the voter 
waa presrved in Johnson, Magoffin, 
MarUn and Knox counties. 

An Appsllate Daclalon. 

But the Republican press and ora- 
tors have charged that the votera of 
these counties should not ba disfran- 
chised because of the fraud or mis- 
take of the clerks la proeuring these 
ballota. Tha court of appMls of Ken- 
tucky, in tho case of Nail vs. Tinsley, 
already referred to, has given the an- 
swer ol the law to this contention — 
hear It: 

"It is suggested that such an Inter- 
pretation may disfranchise voters, and 
that they should not be so disfranchis- 
ed by reason ot the fraud or mistake 
of some county clerk whose duty, un- 
der the law, is to furnish the ballota. 
Whilst the voter may lose his vote by 
reason of such conduct by a county 
clerk, still that tact can not change 
the meaning ot the constitution and 
statute. 

These four counties are in the heart 
ot tha zone of assassination. One of 
theM ta the home ot Caleb Powers and 
John Powers. The latter Is r.ow coun- 
ty school superintendent of Knox 
county. On tha 28th day of August, 
John Powers, with a bodyguard of ten 
desperate, heavily armed men, at his 
home on Brush creek, executed, before 
the county Judge and county clerk ot 
that county his bond as school super- 
intendent Although John Powers has 
been under indictment for the murder 
ot Qov. Goebel for nearly six months, 
he has remained in the mountains un- 
molested. When the election commis- 
sioners of Kn#X county asaembled to 
canvass the ^tums and cerflfy tho 
result of the last election, 
mob ot CTO or 60O Republicans, with 
ropes to hang the Democratic commis- 
sioners, remained in the streeta while 
the county board was in session and 
freely threatened them with death If 
they failed to certify according to the 
opinion of the mob. In a county like 
this, where violence and lawlessness Is 
the rule, and force and Intimidation 
control. It the secrecy of the ballot Is 
destroyed. It will result In the utter 
disfranchisement of hundreds of hon- 
est but timid men, A mujosity of ruf- 
fians have no legal or moral right to 
disfraaohlsa the orderly and peace- 
ful element of the community, and the 
law wlU not hear them wnen detected 
and they cry out against tha dUtran- 
chisemant of themsalves. 

A Bounded Duty. 
The votes of these four counUes, by 
the plain letter of the coustltutlon, as 
contrued by the court of appeals, as 
well as for the considerations last stat- 
ed, should not have boon taken into 
the esUmate when arriving at tho re- 
sult It was the bounded duty ot the 
board and ot tha general assembly 
disregard the vote. 

On the face ot the returns the state 
board found that Taylor had a major- 
ity ot 2,S83 votes. Thla Included the 
majoritlea" of the Ussue ballot coun- 
ties, viz.: Knox, 1,385; JVIagoffln, 326; 
Martin, 473, and Johnson, 878. Theee 
maJoriUes aggregate 3,062. The Tay- 
lor majority, shown oa the face of 
the returns, deducted from the latter 
number, defeated Taylor and elected 
Ooebol by 679 votaa. 

The Republican orators and press 
call this stealing the offices, and de- 
nying to the people of these counties 
a voice In the lection. The dominant 
party In these counties, through their 
officials, procured these unlawful bal- 
lota for use, and by means thereof, 
sought, through publicity and Inumlda- 
tlon, to disfranchise the Umld voters 
of tho minority, and to corrupt those 
could be purchased. There is no 
18 of knowing to what extent they 
ceded.

The result 
upon the public mind may be ex- 
pressed In the terse Unguage of tho 
witneescd themselves: "The aUum 
was extenRivp,- "people were in tear 
and dread, ' "the talk about the prepa- 
ration for the militia being called out 
ana the Introduction of cannon puna 
and ammunition in the city w;ih cur- 
rent on the streets:" "a greet many 
men were unquestionably kept from 
the polls," "people were afraid thero 
would bs a clash at tho polls." Much 
mora to the same effect was proven. 
Effect On the Vote. 
It required no prophet to foretaU 
the result There was a total loss of 
SOU registered votes at the ekicUon. 
The enUro registered vote ol tha 
city. In round numbers, was 42,00. 
The entire vote cast was 88,2W. Tho 
DemocraUo regUterad vote waa 1HJW9: 
the vote cast lS,400-« loss of ggog 
Democratic votes. Tha reglatarad So* 
publican vote was 14.700; tha TOto csil 
was 16,560— a HepubUcaa gala Ot aJM 
over the reglatratloo. 

There was a loss ot about 8S par 
cent of the vote of the city. The re- 
cord shows that the usual falling oB 
is not more than 10 per cent and thia 
U generally distributed between tha 
parUes about in proportion to their 
strength. It is perfectly plain that thla 
extraordinary result was produced by 
military intimilatlon. The spectacle 
Indeed was extraordinary. No such 
event had ever transpired in Kentue- 
ky. Peaceful and law-abiding clUzens 
asked with wonder and amazement 
where this unprecedented diaplay ol 
military would end. They had read la 
the constitution of tha state that tht 
governor should not pereonaUy 
conunand ot the mlllUa unless advlsad 
so to do by resoluUon of the genenl 
assembly; they had read in the law 
that the mUlUa when called out 
should be directed to report to a may- 
or ot a city, sheriff. Jailer, marshal: 
they had road that the mlUtla should 
only be employed In aid of tha ettO 
power ot the oommonwaalUi for (ha 
enforcement of the law. 

The cltleena beheld all these require- 
menta and safognards of the law ast 
sslde. A partisan press dally heraldcMl 
the fact, in Infiammatory articles, that 
the governor would, notwithstanding 
the constitution, peraottally command 
the military forces; that the military 
should not be allowed to report to the 
mayor, the sheriff or the Jailer; and 
would not act In concert wtth, hut in 
opposition to thesA civH offieera. hi 
there wonder, then, that strong mao 
were deterred by tho thousands from 
voting or even going near tha pollar 
Intimidation of Votsrs.
